The  book  is  basically  the  story  of 
the  life,  work,  and  achievements  of 
Herbert  R.  O’Conor,  former 
Governor  of  the  State  and  Senator 
from  Maryland,  but  it  is  also  in  the 
words  of  Dr.  Kirwin,  “the  story 
of  Maryland  politics  from  1920  to 
1950  as  seen  through  the  eyes  of  one 
man.” 

Dr.  Kirwin  began  work  on  the  book 
in  the  summer  of  1956  and  continued 
working  on  it  during  his  summers 
and  holidays  over  a span  of  five 
years.  The  book  is  the  result  of 
hundreds  of  hours  spent  in  the  Hall 
of  Records  at  Annapolis,  and  of 
interviews  with  Senator  O’Conor’ s 
family,  friends,  and  associates  in 
Maryland  politics.  Dr.  Kirwin  was 
also  fortunate  enough  to  interview 
Senator  O’Conor  many  times  before 
his  death. 

Research 

As  an  example  of  the  thorough- 
ness of  Dr.  Kirwin’s  research,  he 
was  even  able  to  track  down  the 
obscure  and  rather  interesting  story 
of  how  O’Conor  came  to  be  named 
Herbert  Romulus. 

Other  Books 

Besides  his  current  book.  Dr. 
Kirwin  is  also  the  author  of  “Con- 
ceived in  Liberty,’’  an  American 
History  textbook  used  by  many  high 
schools,  and  of  “The  Search  for 
Democracy.” 

Dr.  Kirwin  did  his  undergraduate 
work  at  Holy  Cross  and  received  his 
Ph.D  in  History  from  Fordham.  He 
is  also  a member  of  the  Maryland 
and  New  York  bars  and  past  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Catholic 
Historical  Association.

If  The  Shoe  Fits 


The  campus  politicians  are  at  it  again  . . . Petitions  . . . Whispered 
conferences  around  the  cafeteria  tables.  Tickets  . . . Deals  . . . Lists 
of  candidates.  Petitions  thrust  under  one's  nose.  All  these  are  the 
signs  of  that  spring  disease  that  annually  afflicts  our  campus.; 

And  yet,  what  does  it  all  mean?  How  many  times  do  the  students 
plot,  whisper,  campaign,  and  vote  for  a man  about  whose  policies  and 
intentions  with  respect  to  the  class  and  the  business  of  the  class  they 
actually  know  very  little?  When  the  candidate  is  an  incumbent,  how 
many  students  know  the  facts  about  his  record?  How  many  students 
vote  for  the  most  flamboyant  candidate?  The  candidate  who  went  to  their 
high  school? 

How  many  students  question  their  candidates  with  respect  to  the 
class  business  before  the  election?  or  after  the  election  if  forgotten? 
How  many  students  have  opinions  about  how  the  class  business  should 
be  conducted?  And  how  many  bother  to  find  out  whether  the  opinion 
of  the  candidate  is  the  same  as  theirs?  And  how  many  inform  their 
candidate  of  their  opinions  once  he  is  elected?  How  many  candidates 
once  elected  solicit  the  opinions  hnd  suggestions  of  those  they  repre- 
sent? And  when  such  opinions  and  suggestions  are  offered  unsolicited 
what  action  is  taken  on  them? 

And  what  about  the  selection  of  candidates?  How  many  times  are  the 
candidates  selected  by  and  from  “the  establishment”?  And  what  chance 
has  a candidate  who  does  not  come  from  the  inner  circle  that  regards 
the  business  of  the  whole  class  as  its  particular  privilege  to  conduct? 

This  editorial  is  not  meant  as  a mere  exercise  in  the  formulation 
of  rhetorical  questions.  Nor  is  it  meant  as  an  attack  on  the  present 
officers  of  the  four  classes.  It  is  rather  meant  as  a stimulus  to  some 
serious  thinking  on  the  part  of  the  students  before  they  cast  their  bal- 
lots on  election  day.

The  following  are  some  of  the 
less  publicized  and  unusual  laws 
which  are  on  the  lawbooks  today:

present  career  of  its  subject. 

Despite  her  obvious  physical  ap- 
peal, Miss  Loren  has  been  endeavor- 
ing to  establish  herself  as  a great 
actress.  It  is  most  difficult  for 
a young  woman  who  obviously  has 
a great  deal  of  animal  appeal  to 
raise  the  level  of  her  performances 
to  a higher  plane.  Sophia  Loren 
may  be  able  to  divorce  herself 
from  the  Big  Nicholodean  if  the 
quality  of  her  performances  con- 
tinues. 

Her  most  recent  claim  to  the  title 
of  an  actress  rather  than  a cine- 
matic ekdyiast  is  the  Italian  film, 
“Two  Women.”  Taken  from  a novel 
of  doubtful  artistic  merit  (Two 
Women  by  Alberto  Moravia),  the 
film  is  well  done.  The  greatest 
fault  is  a sometime  lag  in  pace. 

However,  the  noteworthy  aspect 
is  Loren’s  performance.  She  por- 
trays a young  mother  who  tries  to 
protect  her  teenage  daughter  from 
the  ravages  of  the  world  in  war- 
torn  Italy.  From  fear  of  a too 
early  awakening  of  her  young  girl, 
she  flees  Rome  for  the  countryside. 
Feeling  safe  when  the  Nazis  flee, 
she  returns  to  Rome  only  to  have 
herself  and  her  daughter  assaulted. 

In  her  portrayal,  Loren  achieves 
a poignancy,  passion,  and  depth 
which  is  trully  surprising.  She  man- 
ifests a control  which  is  enviable. 
In  the  film,  under  the  skillful  direc- 
tion of  Victoria  de  Sica,  she  mat- 
ures. Her  image  changes  from  a 
giddy,  empty-headed,  dark-haired, 
Italian  Dagmar,  to  a sensitive,  mat- 
ure, deep,  and  loving  woman  of 
immense  understanding. 

Slant-eyes  and  too  large  a mouth, 
are  a few  of  the  extraordinaries 
that  are  combined  in  this  young 
woman.  But  all  these  oddities  are 
so  combined  to  produce  quite  a 
unique  blend  united  by  a now-ap 
parent  affluence  of  talent.
